drive the ball to the floor by pump- 
ing the forearm up and down. 
Wirsts and finger tips are all you 
need. Try dribbling by using only 
the tip of the index finger. The 
result will surprise you. 

Third, for dribbling which is to 
be done in close quarters, the re- 
bound from the floor should very 
seldom be much higher than your 
knees. This makes for better con- 
trol and lessens the danger of hav- 
ing the ball taken away from you. 

Fourth, when dribbling you must 
protect the ball from your oppon- 
ent. You must keep your body 
between your guard and the ball. 
This calls for the player to become 
proficient with both hands. 

As a final bit of advice, I'd say, 
never dribble at the expense of 
team play and never dribble until 
you have become sufficiently pro- 
ficient to be able to control the ball 
at all times and under all circum- 
stances.

The goal of the 
1940 seal drive now in progress is 
$80,000. 

Largest single departmental ex- 
penditure of the year was $19,537 
for maintenance of the Night and 
Day Camp for Children at 9500 
South Broadway. Among other ex- 
penditures were $8080 for tubercu- 
losis control work in St. Louis 
County, including the salaries of 
four nurses; $6078 for a medical 
social service program, and $3552 
for Negro work.
